Treasure Beauchamp made a motion, seconded by Supervisor Taepke, to rent the pavilion at no
cost to whomever wants to rent it but, there will be a $50 security deposit and they will have to
sign a Hold Harmless waiver. Once an employee from the Township checks to see whether
everything is picked up then they get their $50 refunded.
